The others 
were fined and transferred to new divi- 
sions. Comment of any kind is, perhaps, 
undesirable at the present moment. We 
‘shall only say that any police force in 
which breaches of discipline were allowed 
to go unpunished would soon become a 
very grave danger to the community. Mr. 
Duke's statement—or, rather, his sus 
tion—concerning the present relations. be- 
tween members of the Metropolitan Police 
and the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
will greatly relieve the public. All the 
Dublin newspapers have reported, on 
authority which they believed to be trust- 
worthy, that one batch after another of the 
police attended meetings of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians at. its official hall and 
were sworn as members. It was assumed 
that at least five hundred: con- 
stables had been admitted to member- 
ship óf the Ancient Order. Mr. Duke. 
who has all the Executive's sources of in- 
formation at his disposal, ‘refuses to accept 
this statement as a fact. He does not 
believe that “any considerable body” of 
the force has broken its oath of attestation. 
de proposes to take no definite action in 
the matter unti] he has discovered the 
exact and whole truth. If his information 
is correct, the extent of the difficulty with 
which he must now deal is very much 
smaller than we had feared. 

Nevertheless, if even one member of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police has joined 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians, it will 
still be necessary for Mr. Duke to vindi- 
cate the central principle of sound adminis- 
tration in this, or any other, country. If 
one man, or twenty men, have broken 
their solemn undertaking by joining a 
political society, and if their offence is 
ignored, the effects, not only on the moral 
of the force, but on the temper and feeling 
of the whole country, will be deplorable. 
Attempts have been made to obscure the 
issne, but the principle is perfectly clear 
and simple. . The attestation oath of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police may be a good 
oath or a bad one; but the fact remains 
that it does not permit the men to 
join the Ancient Order of Hibernians. 
Members of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police who have joined the Ancient. Order 
of Mibernians—if any of them have joined 
it—have violated the undertaking which 
is a condition’ of their authority, their 
uniforms, their wages, and their pensions. 


that, as the oath now stands, such men 
must. either cease to be members of the 
force or must cease to be members of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. Mr. Duke 
hinted that the nature of the oath may be 
changed. He indicated an arrangement 
by which no member cf the force should 
attach: himself to any society without the 
consent of his commanding officer. This 
is another matter altogether: it does not 
affect the validity of the present 
oath or the duty oí the men who are 
bound by that oath.” On the general 
question, however, we have two things to 
say. One is the very old saying that a 
man cannot serve two masters. Member- 
ship of the Dublin Metropolitan Police is 
utterly inconsistent with membership of 
such an aggressively political society as the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. The other 
thing is that it is either folly or dis- 
honesty to compare with that organisation 
& non-sectarian and non-political body like 
the Society of Freemasons. We note with 
interest the increasing readiness of the Na- 
tionalist Party to treat its own Home Rule 


its agreement to leavé all military matters 
in the hands of the Imperial Parliament.

Forpedoes and Warships. 


The Admiralty has received a further 
report from the commander of the sub- 
marine ‘which was already reported as hav- 
ing torpedoed a German battleship near 
the Danish coast on Sunday. He now 
claims to have attacked and hit not one, 
but two, Dreadnoughts of the Kaiser class. 
It is a singularly fine performance; for,

The Potato Supply. 


The Financial S¢cretary to the War 
Office stated in the House of Commons yes 
terday that the question of commandeer- 
ing potatoes for the Army is under 
consideration. The War Office in 
recent months has been very un- 
willing fo pay middlemen the large 
profits which they are able to obtain 
in the markets, chiefly as a result of the 
heavy demands of the War Office for sup- 
plies. Irish farmers by this time are 
well acquainted with the procedure in re 
spect of hay purchase. Apparently, it is 
the merchants’ rather than the growers’ 
profits that are resented by official and 
private purchasers in England. An Eng- 
lish correspondent who has been investi- 
gating the situation in the potato-growing 
districts of Lincolnshire says that the bulk 
of the crop has been acquired. by mer- 
chants at £5 a ton; the present market 
price is £10 a ton; the retail price in 
Lincoln on Friday was 1}d..a pound, or £14 
a ton; and the retail price in Manchester 
and London is 2d. a pound, or £18 13s. 
4d. a ton. These figures illustrate the 
War Office case for direct purchase of the 
supplies which it requires. They are in- 
teresting to us for a different reason. They 
show how gréat is the temptation for 
Irish farmers to sell their produce of 
potatoes for export to the English 
markets. We are accustomed in Ire- 
land to hear exaggerated language in re- 
gard to the failure of crops, and the 
widely prevalent statement that the potato 
crop.is as bad as that of 1847 is not, we 
dare say, too literally accepted. We 


shall have, however, a sufficiently grave 


parallel with the conditions of 1847 if the 
stock of potatoes needed for human: con- 
sumption and the maintenance of live 
stock in Ireland is allowed to be taken out 
of the country. Mr. T. W. Russell has 
stated that the Irish Department of Agri- 
culture itself has no power to prohibit 
export, but the Government, which has 
the power, will require the advice of 
the Department. The whole country 
is waiting to know the Depart 
ment’s decision in the matter, and it ex- 
pects that decision to be taken and urged 
with full regard to the interests of Ire- 
land. Those interests will, in the long 
run, be the interests of the whole of the 
United Kingdom, for the occurrence of dis- 


tress in any part of Ireland cannot but 


cause inconvenience to the Government, and 
a reduction of the number of live stock in 
Ireland in consequence of the dearness o! 
feeding stuffs would havea bad effect on .::. 
price of meat next year. We are chiefly 
anxious, however, about our own need for 
potatoes, and we expect the Department 
to act without delay. Provincial advices 
show that already buyers are making 
haste to secure supplies for shipment.

In the Nation last week Mr. Massing- 
ham attacked Mr.- Balfour's rr 
tion, and yesterday in The Times he criti- 
ci Ministers generally for holding con- 
ferences with representatives of the 

. “There is a pleasant irony in the 
fact, therefore, that this afternoon the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, attended by 
the Sea Lords, held another of these con- 
ferences. I must not, of course, publish 
any. of the interesting details regarding 
the Navy and its work which Mr. Balfour 
ave us in confidence, but I think the 
imvression left u the minds of most 
of those who heard him was that the Navy 
has in no way fallen short during the past 
year of the high standard set by itself 
throughout our history. Its task is enor- 
mously difficult. Some of the problems 
which it has to solve seem almost im- 

sible. The submarine menace, which a 
ow months ago was reduced to compara: 
tively small dimensions, has again become 
serious owing to the growth in size and 
radius of action of these new pirates. But it 
is noticeable that the Germans now, for very 
good reason, prefer to attack neutral trade 
rather than British shipping. 

With regard to the unfortunate impres- 
sion given by the Admiralty communique 
regarding the Channel raid, Mr. Balfour 
took all the blame on himself. It is his 
“ artless’ practice—a phrase that greatly 
amused the audience—to give out all the 
news he can on these Occasions as soon 
as he gets it; and, as the first news of a 
naval action is necessarily imperfect, a 
faulty impression may be produced. If 
the first news of the Channel raid was a 
little too optimistic, that of the Jutland 
battle erred in the other direction. 

There were one hundred and eigh®-five 
questions on the Order Paper to-day, 
thirty less than last Tuesday, but sixty 
more than could be answered even in the 
extended time now allowed. Several ques- 
tions referred to the situation of Greece. 
Lord Robert Cecil promised that the 

Allies would not lose sight of the interests 
of the supporters of M. Venezelos if they 
were cmntiaed by the Government in 
Athens; but his answers did not give 
entire satisfaction, and I think the feel- 
ing of the House was expressed by Mr. 
Ashby when he asked that the Govern- 
ment should have nothing more to do 
with King Constantine. 

Mr. Outhwaite is earning an unenviable 
reputation by his habit of putting ques- 
tions which are obviously designed to em- 
barrass our relations with our Allies. Sir 
Edward Carson invited the Speaker to 
rule out one of his questions today. Mr. 
Lowther replied that he was not entrusted 
with any powers of cénsorship, but, if the 
House passed a Standing Order to that 
effect, he would be happy to carry it out. 

\ storm of execration arose when Mr. 
Outhwaite endeavoured to put a supple- 
mentary, and lasted for some minutes 
Unless the House takes action in this 
matter there will be a really serious fracas 
me of these days.

head courtmartial. But, if it be true 
that men have been tied to guns for losing 
their gas helmets, unless, of course, they 
did it wilfully with intent to escape duty, 
then the commanding officers responsible 
ought to be severely reprimanded. But I 
should not like to assume this on the 
ipse dwumt of Mr. Pemberton Billing. 


On the motion for the second reading 
of the Constabulary and Police (Ireland, 
Bill Colonel Craig put forward a powerful! 
plea for better salaries for the County 
and District Inspectors. He was followed 
by Mr. Dillon, who seized the occasion 
to. make an attack upon these higher 
officers for past want of tact. Referring 
to the alleged joining of the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians by some five hundred of 
the Dublin Police, Mr. Dillon threatened 
the Chief Secretary with a long debate 
if there was any attempt to victim’se those 
members of the Force who have been pu‘ 
on trial in that connection, and he 
characterised the police situation in 
‘Dublin at present as extremely critical. 

Major Newman moved an amendment to 
the effect that it was inopportune to pro- 
ceed immediately with the further con- 
sideration of the Ball, in view of the lack 
of discipline recently shown by a section 
of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, but 
he failed to find a seconder.

SELF-SUPPORTING WOMEN. 
(BY OUR SPECIAL CORGESPONDENT.) 


Tn some senses the war has been of benefit 
to Dublin: it has stirred up self-reliance, eT 
shown. beyond doubt that her citizens number 
those who have the resource to take advantage 
of new trade openings. The large smount of 
voluntary work and relief work which is due to 
the war Has brought to light and use @ surpris- 
ing amount of organising and inventive talent, 
and successful application of commonsense. 
Nowhere are these characteristics more clearly 
apparent than in the organisation of war relief 
workrooms by the Central Committee on 
Women’s Employment for Leinster, Munster, 
and Comnaught. For motive power in their 
schemes the Committee call upon the National 
Rélief Fund, popularly known as the Prince of 
Wiles’ Fund, but their expenditure is not mace 
by way of dole. Applicants for relief are re- 
ferred to the Advisory Bureau at Exchange 
Buildings, Parliament street, which, co-operating 
with the Labour Exchange, endeavours to {na 
them work if they have any capacity for .t, anu 
to train them in industry if they have not. A 
surprising number of applicants are very useless 
persons and unwanted in business, but when 
they have been trained for some work or other 
there is little difficulty in getting them siua- 
tions... Im three months the Bureau has found 
employment for 98 applicants out of 200. i: 
Exchange Buildings some eighty women are at 
vork, and a large number of them are being 
trained to quite a new industry in Dublin, chat 
of making woollen gloves by hand miachines. 
Previously the trade belonged to Aastria anu 
Germany, and the machines had to be obtained 
from Switzerland, while difficulty was expe- 
rienced in finding in Dublin anyone who under- 
stood the machines. Thirty-seven are now in use, 
and fifteen more on order. The girls can earn 
10s. a week after a little practice, and greater 
experttiess means a higher wage. ut Gov 
pairs of Army gloves are being turned ou: 
every week. [fh another room girls are using 
sewing machines driven by powef, in this case 
eleciricity, Girls able to use such machines are 
few, and are sought after, for manufacturer» 
can make profit from their services, especially 
just now in Government work, like the makin; 
of bandoliers. Sock-making was started, bu. 
dropped, as unlikely to form an industry alle 
to compete with factory work of the kind. Il 
the applicants for work must keep on the “live 
register of the Labour Exchange. 


SHAPING SHIRTS FOR SOLDIERS. 


Headquarters are found at 121 Lower Baggot 
street, where work for the country rooms is 
lanned. Here women can be seen with huge 
nives cutting through fifty thicknesses of flanie! 
ab once in a block, to outline the sections ot 
shirts, which are sewn together and complete: 
at country depots. The shirts are sent bec: 
to Baggot street for packing and delivery to the 
military. Irish flannel of beautiful quualit 
made at Newtownards, is used when it can | 
got, but supphes of flannel have been errati 
and have delayed work. Some 2,500 shirts can 
be cut out at headquarters im a week, and they 
are sent to such places as Cork, Killarney, New 
Ross, and Sligo to be sewn.

instruction, and as at other work centres the 
cost of establishment and provision of machin¢:s 
was borne by the Nationa!

the keenest and most practical interest 
the Committee’s schemes. [t should be explaine | 
that the work centres have become self-suppori- 
ing, or are in progress towards that state, whic! 
is the one aimed at. 

There is always a danger that the claims 
needy elderly people may be overlooked, 
their lot is made harder by their dwindii:

I have 
read too much of Prussian history to Believe 
in the sudden collapse theory; but, through the 
Dutch and other neutral Press, I watch with 
Increased imterest and keenness the effect of 
the coming winter on the alfeady gloomy 
spirits of the German peoples. Meanwhile, I 
warn the Allied Governments that, from infor- 
mation that has reached me since I have been 
i England, they will find more and more 
fificulty in getting news out of Germany.

Majer Newman moved an amendment, de- 
claring that, in view of the lack of dis- 
cipline recently shown by a section of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police, it was 
inopportune to proceed immediately 
with the bill. The amendment found 
no secondet. 

Mr. Duke, in reply, said that the alarmist 
statements which had been published 
about the relations between the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police and these who were 
responsible for the Government of Ire- 
land were unfounded. He did not be- 
lieve that there was evidence that any 
large body of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police had broken their oath. 

He condemned the attempts which had been 
made to induce the men to believe that 
they would get no concessions without 
breach of discipline. He desired it to be 
understood that while he was Chief 
“Secretary he would endeavour to sec 
that in such cases the punishment would 
not fall on the men who were misled, 
but on the persons who misled them, 

In regard to membership of societies, il it 
were shown that there was inequality, 
and if the Government desired to rectify 
that state of things they would find that 
his view was that there must be equal 
treatment for everybody. :

He had, he said, received a letter 
from Dr. O'Donnell, Bishop of Raphoe, ex- 
pressing deep sympathy: They hoped that

It is 
a remarkable incident, icularly if the 
bazardous conditions are e in mind, For 
that reason the nation. will be imterested to 
know the number of the submarine and the 
rame of her commander. He has crippled the 
German Fiegt to no slight extent, for if these 
vessels were only damaged and not sunk their 
withdrawal for the time at least represents a 
less of about 9 per cent. of German fighting 
power in ships of the Dreadnought type.

THEATRE. 


“ THE MAGIC FLUTE.” 
To the Carl Rosa Opera Company belongs the 


in English on the British operatic stage Mozart's 
opera, “The Magic Flute. It has been so 
seldom heard in Dublin during recent years that 
very few persons last evening seemed to be 
familiar with it, and for that reason the com- 
pany’s performance awakened a wide interest 
and brought together a large audience. Much 
of the music, of course, has long been well 
known in these islands, for Mozart gave to the 
story some very charming work. It illustrates 
the careers of two lovers, Tamino and Pamina, 


ones, in a series of ordeals, through which they 
pass successfully to a happy union. The scene 
is laid in Egypt, a land associated with mystery 
in every mind. Without the humorous relief 
provided by the character of Papageno, a bird- 
catcher, who bears to Tamino something of the 
relation of Sancho Panza to Don Quixote, the 
opera would be heavy, and, indeed, it was felt 
to produce something of a strain on the atten- 
tion last evening. all the works ormed 
by the company during their visit, ' The Magic 
Flute ’” imposes the strictest tests upon the 
principals, and provides them with the fullest 
opportunities for the use of their gifts. Arias, 
duets, trios make constant demands, which 
fall heavily on the vocalists, by whose merit 
the success of a performance stands or falls, and 
the opera forms a lesson iam choral composition. 
Some of the numbers ineVitably suggest music 
of the Mass, and all are of deep beauty, so 
that one may particularise with difficulty. The 
duet, “ The Manly Heart,” will be recollected.

NATIONALIST PARTY'S 
RESOLUTION. 
PROHIBITION OF EXPORT DEMANDED. 


At the meeting of the Nationalist’ Party in 
London yesterday the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted:—‘‘ That the serious 
failure of the potato crop in Ireland and the 
enormous rise in the prices of potatoes and 
other articles of food constitute a grave and 
urgent crisis requiring immediate action, in- 
cluding the prohibition of the shipment of 
potatoes out of Ireland.”’ 


FEAR OF FAMINE IN IRELAND. 


At the meeting of tlie Kells Urban Council 
on Monday evening Mr. P. Brady proposed a 
resolution objecting to amy further exportation 
of potatoes while famine stared them in the 
face. Potatoes in local ‘markets, he said, had 
gone up in a short time from 7s. or 8s. to 
¥ls. or 22s. a barrel. Mr. Russell had stated 
in the House of Commons that he was not 
able to estimate the amount of this year’s 
potato crop, but there was no doubt in many 
parts of the country ‘the potatoes were not 
worth digging. It was to be feared they 
would witness’ a repetition of. "47. In ‘47 
there was enough food in the country, but the 
Government allowed it to be taken away, as 
the potatoes were being taken away now, and 
famine was the result. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. Gartland, Co.C.) said 
the Government. buyers had been hissed out 
of vs and other places. It was a very 
serious business, seeing that wheat was gone 
so high. 

Mr. P. Collins said an eye should be kept 
on every market, as there would be an attempt 
made to obtain potatoes for exportation or 
storage. 

Mr. Skelly said if the Government. would 
not take action the people themselves should 
stop the exportation of potatoes by boycotting 
the dealers. 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 


POTATO “SHARKS” DENOUNCED. 


At Wexford Corporation on Monday a resolu- 
tion was passed ufging on the Department 
of Agriculture and Parliament the vital neces- 
sity of at once taking steps to prohibit the 
exportation of potatoes, “ the scarcity of which 
is threatening the country with famine.” A 
resolution from Wexford Foresters, protesting 
against the action of those responsible for the 
present prohibitive price of home-grown food- 
stuffs, was also adopted. 

Mr. McMahon denounced the action of the 
“potato sharks' who were buying up the 
crop for shipment. 

Alderman Corish agreed, and said the way 
things were going he did not know what 
would become of the country, as the poor 
would starve. 

The Mayor said they could do nothing in the 
matter save pass resolutions. 

Mr. Rossiter replied that when the people 
felt the pinch of hunger they would do some- 
thing in the matter. 

Mr. Martin said they could not expect the 
Government to prohibit the importation of 
foodstuffs into England, and suggested that if 
the exporters of potatoes were hovestind the 
scarcity would cease. 

Alderman Corish blamed the farmers for in- 
flating the price of potatoes. 


SCARCITY IN CO. WATERFORD. 


The scarcity of potatoes im the district was 
discussed at the meeting of the Dungarvan 
Urban Council on Monday night. ~The Chair- 
man spoke in strong terms of the Government 
for not taking action to prevent the food of 
the people leaving the country. 

On the tion .of the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. Scaniam, a resolution was passed call- 
ing upon the Department of Agriculture, the 
Chief Secretary, and the Irish Party to take 
immediate steps to safeguard the poor people 
of Ireland from impending famine. If .the 
Government did not act, the resolution said. 
the representatives of the people would feel 
called upon to advise them to protect them- 
selves by every means in their power. 


GOVERNMENT CONTROL’ ‘OF 
SUPPLY. 


At the Bray Urban Council meeting last 
ms wale J. M. Magee, J.P., Chairman, pre- 
siding—the resolution of the Galway Urban 
Council, asking the Department of Agriculture 
to prevent the exportation of potatoes, came 
up for consideration. Mr. J, Plunkett moved 
that the resolution be adopted. Mr. J. W. 
Reigh, J.P., sécon the motion, and sug- 
gested the addition of words that it was ad- 
visable that the Government take over the 
entire control of the potato crop in Ireland, 
because there was no doubt that the potato 
crop was being held up to the detziment of the 
poorer classes in Ireland. The addendum was 
accepted, and the resolution unanimously 
adopted.
